Bishop Maher deplores 
U.S. Supreme Court 
decision on abortion 


BISHOP LEO T. MAHER criticized the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision on Monday further 
liberalizing abortion laws. He called on “men 
and women of goodwill” everywhere to voice 
indignation against the court’s ruling. 


Full text of the bishop’s statement: 


“As spiritual and moral leader of more than 
half-million Catholics living in Southern 
California, I deplore the United States Sup- 
reme Court decision liberalizing the law of 
abortion. 


“THE LIFE OF EACH mother and fetus is 
equally sacred, said Pius XI in his encyclical, 
Casti Conubii, and no one has the power, not 
even the public authority, to destroy it. 


“No court, no legislature can change the 
moral law. Abortion contravenes that higher 
law, no matter what any court may say. It is 
the role and function of the Church to serve 
as a living witness to the moral law and to aid 
men and women in the formation of their 
individual consciences in accordance with 
that law. : 


“T call upon men and women of goodwill 
everywhere to champion the cause of life and 
to voice their indignation at this latest liberali- 
zation of the law of abortion.”

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Teachable moments 


THERE ARE TIMES when people — students and parents 
alike — are most open to learning or reviewing their faith. 
The most opportune times seem to be the occasions ot 
sacramental preparation. The Sadlier series calls them 
“teachable moments,’ but whatever they're called, we feel 
they should be seized as the gifted opportunities they are. 


There are programs published for Communion, confession, 
and confirmation preparation. But maybe the most im- 
portant — and neglected — moment is baptism. No, you can’t 
send a new born baby to CCD classes. But that’s not the only 
way — maybe not even the way — that real religious 
education takes place anyhow. i 

At least during the first pregnancy, it seems that momma 
and pappa are so busy preparing themselves with all the 
materialities — sometimes those showers are veritable 
downpours — and medical and psychological information 
necessary to really provide for the expected child. Why not at 
least as much preparation for that birth into divine life called 
baptism? Are they really prepared to take care of a baptized 
baby? ... That is something special, you know. 

SOME PARISHES provide pre-baptism instructions for 
parents prior to a monthly baptism Mass. We think this is a 


step in the right direction-and hope others will initiate such | 


programs. The new baptism ceremony is a mini-lesson itself, 
but can’t provide the kind of study parents need to assume 
the responsibility of Christian parenthood. 

We hope, too, that parents will take advantage of such 
teachable moments and prepare themselves before any new 
sacramental encounter in the family.

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Stewardship emphasis 
now on time, talent

SPECIAL HOMILIES this week at Mass 
will remind Catholics in the diocese of 
their time and talent, given by God, and 
the duty to give it in God’s service. 


Stewardship ’73, moving into its second 
week, will remind parishioners of their 
part to play in offering time and talent in 
the service of the Church. Visiting ste- 
wards will be selected to make a “visit for 
Christ” to homes in coming weeks. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher, explaining the 
need for the new Stewardship operation, 
said: “We all encounter those who are con- 
cerned about extra services being pro- 
vided by the Church, but are unconcerned 
about the entire process that brings.these 
services into being. 


“THROUGH Stewardship the Christian 
community will have a greater apprecia- 
tion of the needs of the community.” 


In the previous Stewardship ’72 cam- 
paign, the average gift of those making a 
commitment of “treasure” was $66, among 
the highest in the nation. Out of the $2.3 
million raised, $224,000 came from 171 
donors and a further $375,000 came from 
1,145 persons or families. A further 
$700,000 was given by 1,300 families. 


Giving these figures to priests at briefing

sessions around the diocese, Msgr. I. Brent 
Eagen, diocesan chancellor, said that a 
record of 51 per cent of families contacted 
actually gave financial support to the 
program. 


AT THE SAME TIME, ordinary parish 
income went up, according to most reports 
from around the diocese. In the year since - 
Stewardship ’72 the per capita income has 
gone up in each of the four counties of the 
diocese. In Imperial it has risen 8.4 per 
cent, in San Bernardino 10.1 per cent, in 
Riverside 10 per cent and in San Diego 
county 13 per cent. 


These figures, according to Msgr. Wil- 
liam Spain,. Stewardship moderator, 
indicate that the growth within the dioce- 
san area has continued in this expanding 
part of Southern California. 


It is expected that the Stewardship ’73 
plan will be completed by parishes before 
the end of February. Parishes will again 
benefit financially after 75 per cent of 
their target figure is raised. They will 
receive everything above this amount. 


STEWARDSHIP financial goal is $2 mil- 
lion for diocesan and parish needs. 


Of the 162 participating parishes last 
year, 115 — or 72 per cent — exceeded 
their goals, 24 achieved 75 per cent and 
23 did not.

Aid still needed for Managua

THE SAN ANDREAS fault cuts through 
the eastern part of this diocese. And that 
spells trouble. If an earthquake strikes, 
are our churches, schools, homes ready for 
it? Are we? 


People are responding to the aid of hun- 
dreds of thousands left without homes or 
injured by the earthquake that virtually 
destroyed Managua, the Nicaraguan capi- 
tal. 


Donations for the relief of victims may 
still be sent to Nicaraguan Relief, c/o 
Diocesan Office, Aleala Park, San Diego, 
92110. 


A MAJOR APPEAL is made by 
Assistance Inc., a San Diego-based non- 
sectarian volunteer agency working in 
Central America for six years. Following 
a plea from the Nicaraguan government, 
it is accelerating its efforts in the quake 
disaster area. 


Assistance has called for a wide assort- 
ment of tools and building materials, 
toilets, electrical and gas generators, 
stoves, large batteries, as well as cash and 
services of professional and technical 
workers. : 


It is making arrangements for ships to 
get aid materials to Nicaragua. One of 
them is the Coos Bay a5,000-ton freighter 
now at Los Angeles, but soon to be brought 
to San Diego. 


AN ASSISTANCE spokesman, Richard 
Hopkins, told the Southern Cross the 
agency has been a “pioneer in helping 
people help themselves by giving a hand 
up rather than a hand out. 


“We treat the cause instead of putting 
on a band-aid. We accomplish this by 
training them to support themselves for 
years to come. We do this with basic 
American know-how and expertise.” 


Assistance works closely with Catholic 
and Protestant missionaries, Hopkins 
said, adding that religious and vocational 
training go better hand-in-hand.

move. 


““Prestdent- “Nix On 
reminded us in his inaugural 
speech about motivating 
ourselves,”’ said the bishop. 
“Here is an excellent op- 
portunity for all Catholics to 
make their voices heard in 
Washington.” 


Rozzi suggests 
could insert a notice in 
bulletins ealling on 
parishioners to send their 
objections to the Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare, condemning dis- 
tribution of the film. 

“AS A NATION and as 
conscientious individuals we 
are in mighty perilous straits 
if we knowingly permit the 
government to translate into 
practice a doctrine that 
would permit a human being 
to take the life of an innocent 
baby,”’ said Rozzi.

It's good to be alive 


We, the People of God, are indeed fortunate to be 
living in Southern California at this time.

Anointing the sick 


The beauty of the new rite of anointing the sick lies 
in that the priest may now anoint the seriously, 
although not necessarily critically, ill, thereby im- 
buing them with renewed strength spiritually and 
often physically. 


The importance of Lourdes is contained not so much 
in the occasional miraculous physical cure, as in the 
spiritual strengthening which comes to pilgrims. 
The rite of anointing the sick seems to me to fall in 
the same category. 


One priest told me of the joy he found when it was his 
pleasure recently to administer the sacrament to 18 
elderly persons. Tears filled their eyes at the hap- 
piness and sense-of well-being it brought them. 
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No longer those forbidding ‘“‘last rites’ but a reaf- 
firmation of hope and confidence. We’ve been out of 
the healing business too long! 


Surprise for Father Dunn 


There was indeed a special Christmas treat for 
Father Stephen Dunn, formerly of Santa Sophia’s, 
Spring Valley, now studying in Rome..He was one of 
those chosen to concelebrate Christmas Mass with the 
Holy Father. In a letter to his mother, Father Stephen 
writes. 


“You know, God always outdoes himself when there 
is sacrifice. I will not be home this year, a real 
sacrifice for me, and now look at the joy he has 
brought me in this blessing of Christmas Day.”

Peace and power 


We talk about peace. We hope for peace. We pray 
for peace. It is now within our grasp — but we 
must look to ourselves and our institutions. 


Many consider that it is the exercise of power 
that brings peace. This is an arrogance which 
prevails far too much across this nation. 


The internal corruption and duplicity which 
mark so much of our public life — the power 
play of politics — can never produce that true 
peace which this nation needs if it is to fulfill 
its role as world leader. 


There are still too many in this ostensibly Chris- 
tian nation who do not seek peace. They “look 
for trouble” whether on local or international 
level. If they reach agreement it is on the 
basis of power and pull, rather than the good 
of the community. 

Americans have much soul-searching to do as 
the Indochina imbroglio and nightmare 
gradually eases. If we are to lead the world 
to peace we must start here and now. 


Each of us, our legislators and our leaders, must 
re-orient our thinking from the power com- 
plex to a genuine awareness of what peace 
entails, and a humble, honest endeavor to 
bring it about.

Joy does not seem, therefore, to be part of our existence for 
it comes only after a long. struggle — yet our life is completed 
by joy. Joy comes as a surprise intuition into the future and 
unmerited, though not unsought fruits of our labors. ‘Sing to 
the Lord a new song. . .Tell his glory among the nations;

Extremists exploit situation

THE STRIFE in Northern 
Ireland is a_ ‘‘tragic 
situation’? which small 
groups of extremists on both 
sides are “exploiting by 
violence,”’ an Irish bishop 
visiting San Diego said. 

“Violence is not the an- 
swer,’’ stressed Bishop 
Dominic Conway of Elphin in 
an exclusive interview. “‘It is 
an over-simplified view to 
say it’s a religious war... 
The majority of Catholics 
and Protestants in Northern 
Ireland are friends.” 


Bishop Conway’s diocese, 
in the Northwestern part of 
the Republic of Ireland in- 
cludes portions of 
Roscommon, Sligo and 
Galway. Many priests and 
Sisters of Mercy from there 
serve in this diocese. 


“DPM VERY proud to come 
here and show appreciation 
for their work and solidarity 
with them,’ he observed, 
adding he was grateful for 
the warm welcome he 
received. 


The Irish prelate was 
guest of Msgr. Edward 
Creighton, pastor of All 
Hallows parish, La Jolla, one 
of the priests from the 
bishop’s diocese. 


Others include Msgr. 
James Gilfillan, pastor of 
Mary, Star of the Sea, also 
La Jolla; Msgr. Henry 
Keane, chaplain at Mercy 
Hospital, and Msgr. Owen 
Hannon, now retired. 

THE NORTHERN Ireland 
conflict, said Bishop Con- 
way, ‘is the result of a 
situation in which one group 
has had all the privileges, 
such as housing, voting, jobs 
and so on, and this group 
happens to be non-Catholic.

Process theology called Retardation 


contrary to Catholic faith

PROCESS theology is 
contrary to what the Catholic 
Church teaches, according to 
Father Edwin Garvey. 


The Basilian _ priest, 
professor of philosophy at 
the University of St. 
Thomas, Houston, said in 
San Diego last week that the 
crisis in the Church today “‘is 
the contemporary view of 
identifying God with the 
world denying the 
supernatural.”’ 


The priest, whose talk at 
St. Columba auditorium was 
sponsored. by Catholics 
United for the Faith, said 
process theology denies the 
supernatural and secularizes 
religion. 

“THIS KIND of thing is 
being taught in our schools 
today, resulting in disas- 
trous consequences for the 
Catholic faith,” he said. 


He criticized the works of 
many writers and 
theologians, including 
Gabriel Moran, Gregory 
Baum, Teilhard de Chardin 
and Schillebeeckx. “Process

The priest described a 
catechist as ‘‘anyone who 
knows the faith.’”’ He ex- 
plained that ‘‘faith is not a 
matter of learning, it is a 
matter of knowing what the 
Church teaches.’’ He said 
people ‘‘should read the 
catechism.” 


“People should remember 
that theologians are not the 
teaching authority of the 
Church,’’ he said. ‘‘People 
should listen to Christ and 
not the heretical teachings of 
modern theologians. Process 


theology destroys the 
‘natural and also_ the 
supernatural.”

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One-day synod in ‘43 
contrasts with ‘73 plans 


Southern Cross Reporter 

THE FIRST SYNOD in the history of the 
San Diego diocese — 30 years ago — lasted 
less than a full day in St. Joseph’s 
Cathedral. In contrast, Diocesan Synod II 
will last nearly three. years. 

Feb. 24, 1943, the first synod opened witha 
procession and Mass offered by Bishop 
Charles F. Buddy. All priests of the diocese, 
who had spent the previous day in retreat 
were present, according to the Southern 
Cross issue of March 5, 1943. 

The only exceptions were two priests in 
each of the diocese’s four counties on duty 
“to handle emergency calls.’”’ Also present 
at the invitation of the bishop were religious 
order priests and military chaplains serving 
in the diocese. 

ALL CLERGY sat in the nave of the 
cathedral, as did the Cathedral Girls’ high 
school choir which sang the Ordinary of the 
Mass. 

The event officially opened with Father 
John B. Cotter, vicar general and synod 
promoter, reading Bishop Buddy’s decree 
authorizing the synod. Other actions in- 
cluded: 

— Chanting of Psalm 68. 

— Two major addresses. 

— The Litany of the Saints. 


— Chanting of the Gospel of St. Luke. 


Diocesan Examiners, Synodal Judges and 
Diocesan Curia. 

— Promulgation of the Acts of the Synod. 

IT WAS SHORTLY after mid-day when 
the synod ended with a procession outside 
the cathedral headed by Bishop Buddy. 

“All the synod Fathers adjourned to El 
Cortez Hotel where they were the guests of 
His Excellency at luncheon,’ said the 
Southern Cross. 

There was no report of an afternoon or 
evening session, but ‘“‘that evening the 
Diocesan Consultors were dinner guests at 
the bishop’s residence on Sunset Blvd.”’ 

THE PRINCIPAL work of the synod was 
to ‘‘bring diocesan statutes up to date in 
accordance with the new decrees of the Holy 
See.” 

The new guidelines were not made known 
until about five years later after they had 
been endorsed by the Vatican, signed by 
Bishop Buddy and printed in booklet form: 

Pope Pius XII sent a message to Bishop 
Buddy with his ‘“‘apostolic benediction in 
pledge of divine guidance and enlighten- 
ment in discussions and of fruitful results of 
the diocese.”’ 

BEST WISHES for the synod also came 
from Archbishop Amleto Cicognani, 
Apostolic Delegate to the U.S. 

In summing up, the SC said, “The

It happened just before 
Christmas in Managua, Nicaragua — a 
devasting earthquake killing thousands and 
leaving countless others homeless.

To each his own 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... friends and “helpers,” do- 
gooders and busybodies, and ques- 
tioning the motives behind the desire 
to influence or control the lives of 
others. 


For some people the trauma or 
tragedy of another acts like a magnet. 
They come, as a bereaved wife once 
said after the tragic death of her hus- 
band, “like vultures.” 


True, there is, thank God, the hon- 
est friend, the genuine compassion 
and selfless wish to be of service. It 
is an essential part of the Christian 
vocation to be available to others in 
time of need. But there are limits and 
rules to direct and control the degree 
of our intervention. 


TRUE, AGAIN, one should give 
unstintingly, but always with an eye 
to the true need underlying the obvi- 
ous — as well as the personal dignity 
and self-respect of the other person. 


Sometimes all that is required of us 
is a sympathetic ear, a warm shoul- 
der, a depth into which another may 
sound his confusion and sift the false 
from the authentic in his own emo- 
tions and judgments. 


Sometimes a temporary financial or 
material donation might be in order. 
Always we must be careful of our 
ground, conscious of the danger of 
overdoing what must be done. 


THE TEMPTATION to “take over” | 


and direct or control the life of some- 
one else often seems irresistible to 
women. 


I hate to admit it, but let another 
woman — or man — be found in dire 
straits, or better still, in tears, and 
immediately a bevy of females will 
descend on the afflicted one and — 
in the hushed tones reserved for 
funerals and “women’s confidences” 
— proceed to offer gratuitous advice 
and plans for action that would baffle 
a Machiavelli. 


Whether this is simply a misappli- 
cation of the maternal instinct or an 
over-consciousness of the traditional 
view that women are more “feeling” 
and universal helpers, is beside the 
point.

lives of their friends and loved ones 
in the most crass manner, in the name 
of friendship or concern. 


I HAVE ALWAYS — well, almost 
always — felt that God is the perfect 
teacher. His method of coping with 
human stress is, if he will forgive the 
presumption, well worth emulating. 
First and foremost, he shows great 
respect for the autonomy and integ- 
rity of his people. He does not impose 
solutions or conditions. When we are 
in trouble, he expects us to gather our 
resources and deal with it. 


Normally, he does not remove us 
from our environment, nor from the 
consequences of our actions. He is 
available when we call for help, but 
allows us to help ourselves as much 
as possible. His firm, loving 
acceptance and kindness enables us 
to calm our fears and bring to mind 
solutions or attitudes which lift the 
situation into perspective and our 
troubled psyche into the light. 


Many times a person to whom a 
friend has turned for counsel will 


later cry in dismay “I don’t know what . 


to tell her to do.” For which her 
friend may devoutly thank God. 


APART FROM the parental admoni- 
tions to children, which are in them- 
selves an integral part of the training 
process, no one has either the right 
or the ability to dictate to another 
what he must specifically do in time 
of personal crisis. We can only watch 
and guide and lend a supportive 
hand. 


It is the hopelessly arrogant or 
insensitive among us who seize upon 
another’s weakness or distress as an 
opportunity to manipulate and 
dominate his life. Implicit trust in 
one’s own infallibility is surely the 
prerogative of falling angels! 


For the rest of us there is always 
the “on the other hand” philosophy of 
the Fiddler on the Roof. For each 
man has the obligation to take 
responsibility for his own actions, his 
mistakes, and the course of his life. _ 
Those who love him can only offer 
support and strength and acceptance 
as he finds his own way through the 
dark.

It's nonsense, 
superstition 
and 


theologically inaccurate

Representing themselves as brothers from “Saint Benedict Center,” Still River, 
Mass., persons are calling on libraries and Catholics in this diocese soliciting 
funds and selling copies of a book called The Holy Family. It is published by 
“The Slaves of the Immaculate Heart of Mary.” The book is such a travesty of 
intelligent Catholic literature that we asked Father Warren Rouse, OFM, to 
examine it. This is his “review.”’ Those carrying out the solicitation are doing so 
without any authority from the San Diego diocesan office. They are not 
recognized as an official order of the Catholic Church. — Editor 


THE HOLY FAMILY, printed in 1963 and 


’ reprinted in 1972, surely must contain more 


nonsense, superstition and theological inac- 
curacy than any religious publication in the last 
fifty years. Its sole redeeming value is contained 
in the. preliminary statement: 


“In obedience'to the decrees of the Supreme 
Pontiffs, Our Holy Fathers, we declare that we 
submit, without reserve, the entire contents of 
this book to the judgment of the Apostolic See of 
the Holy Roman Catholic Church.” 


Judging from the contents of this book, that 
statement really took courage! 


WHAT WE ARE confronted with here is a sick 
piety. To be sure, sincerity and convictions are 


_ admirable. By the same token, mental hospitals 


are full of patients with sincerity and con- 
victions. To put it another way, imagination is 
indeed a gift; but when it loses contact with 
reality it opens the door to hallucinatory 
problems. So it is with this book. Let us examine 
some of its gems. 


‘‘(Mary) was born on September 8, in the year 
16 BC, fifteen years, three months and seventeen 
days before the birth of Jesus (p. 28).’’ And, the 
book continues, Christ was conceived ‘‘on March 
25, nine months before the first Christmas, in the 
year 1 BC.”’ 


But wait, gentle reader — there is more .to 
come. Our ‘‘Slaves”’ tell us that Mary died at the 
age of 72; and then exhort us to ‘‘run through the 
build-up of numbers to seventy-two and see any 
loving relationship of any kind that every year of 
Our Lady’s life had to her by way of number.” 
(sic page 103) 


HERE ARE SOME of the choice gems: 


“9, A novena is nine days of prayer. Our Lady 


was the first one to start a novena.” 
I hope that she used the approved prayers. 


“14. THERE ARE fourteen Stations of the 
Cross and Our Lady was the one who started the 
custom of making them. She made the Stations 
of the Cross in Jerusalem day after day.”’ 


A pity, in a way, because plenary indulgences 
came into being much later. 


. “33. Jesus was thirty-three years and three 
months old when He died. He would not have died 
on the Cross without Mary’s consent.”’ 


HOW’S THAT for profound theology? 


“*72. Mary was seventy-two years old when she 
died. So was Saint Mary Magdalen...” 


Figure that one out! 


Moreover, we should be consoled to know that

the ‘‘little house of Nazareth”’ still exists. 


“THIS HOLY HOUSE is still standing. It has 


~been divinely guarded through all the centuries 


..When there was danger of its being destroyed 


by the enemies of the Catholic Faith, it was - 


miraculously transported by angels from 
Nazareth to Dalmatia in 1291; and again, in 1294, 
it was miraculously transported by angels to the 
little town of Loreto on the northeastern coast of 
Italy.”’ 5 


The first mobile home? 


THE CHAPTER devoted to St. Joseph is in- 
deed.a choice one. After all, the book says, ‘“‘He 
held Jesus on his knees, carried Him in his arms, 
kissed Him hundreds of thousands of times... .”’ 
a feat which left him little time, obviously, for 
the business of carpentry. 


But, anyway, according to them, ‘‘St. Joseph 
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rose from the grave on the morning of the 
Resurrection with Jesus, and went at once with 
Jesus to see Mary,’’ which proves that the family 
that rises together stays together, particularly in 
view of the fact that “St. Joseph ascended into 
heaven with Our Lord on Ascension Day.” 


And if you are particularly interested in 
historical detail, note that the book says ‘“There 
are relics of St. Joseph which have been left to 
us: the marriage ring which he gave to Mary, 
and which is at Perugia, in Italy; his cincture, 
which was at Joinville, in France; his cloak and 
his staff. His body, as we know, is in Heaven. 
Just imagine the Holy Family in Heaven with 
one body missing, if St. Joseph were not there!”’ 


WOULD THAT ever foul up the celestial roll 
call! 


In view of St. Joseph’s role in salvation history, 
the book instructs us that he “‘must be honored 
with a special cult. It is not the cult of latria 
which alone can be given to God. Nor is it the cult 
of hyperdulia, which is given alone to the Blessed 
Virgin. But it is, and should be called, the cult of 
protodulia, being the first and highest of all the 
cults given to any of the saints. The cult we give 
the saints is called dulia.”’ 


We are indebted to the ‘‘Slaves’’ for these 
innovative and profound theological distinctions. 


BUT LET US MOVE on to the ecumenical 
scene, for our book gives attention to people who 
are not Catholics and consoles us with this 
thought: 


“Tt is also a comfort for us Catholics, who 
alone have the true Faith and alone believe with 
all our hearts in the Real Presence of Jesus in the 
Blessed Sacrament, to-remember that as every 
unbeliever, heretic, infidel, Jew, agnostic or 
sinful person passes a Catholic Church, his or her 
angel says, substantially, ‘I adore Thee, O 
Christ.’ ” 


At this point the reader may accuse me of 
cynicism or, at best, an uncharitable approach. I 
would feel, rather, that this sort of book demands 
the harshest type of criticism in no unmistakable 
terms. I also feel-that there is an important 
lesson to be learned from such a_ printed 
travesty, and it is this: 


THE APOSTOLIC faith has been transmitted 
to us from age to age independently of a given 
theologian, saint, mystic or charlatan. There is 
certainly a place for well-grounded theological 
speculation, and the Church encourages this. 


But history shows that religious abberations 
have always been grounded in pious gullibility, 
righteous anger, close-mindedness or — in the 
case of this book — neurotic imagination. 
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USF tour group 
finds ‘primitive’ 


Church in China 


SAN FRANCISCO — A 
Jesuit priest, one of 15 
members of a University of 
San Francisco study group 
just returned from mainland 
China, said that what he saw 
there resembled ‘‘a rather 
primitive Christianity in 
action.”’ 

The first Catholic priest to 
be admitted to China since 
the Communist takeover in 
1948, Father Alden J. 
Stevenson, SJ, said the 
members of the university 
tour were treated ‘‘with 
greatest warmth” in China. 


He was impressed with 
what he considered a 
Chinese emphasis on people 
over things. Claiming that 
the emphasis in the U.S. is 
just the opposite, the priest 
said that China ‘probably 
could save our souls.” 

INVOLVED in the campus 
ministry at USF, Father 
Stevenson said his reference 
to “‘primitive Christianity” 
was based on a saying of 
Chairman Mao that is cited 
everywhere. It is translated 
“serve the people’ but it 
means more precisely ‘‘for 
otherness than for self.” 

“It’s much like ‘love your 
neighbor as yourself,’ ”’ he 
observed. 

The 58-year-old Jesuit was 
part of a 15-member USF 
China-America friendship 
group which toured the 
People’s Republic from Dec. 
15 to Jan. 9 as guests of the 
Peking government. 


‘AS FAR AS we know this 
is the first such group 
representing an American 
university to have been 
approved for entry into 
China,”’ said James Kelly, 
the university’s information 
officer. 

The USF group visited 
seven China cities and 
studied Chinese law, court 
systems, the organization of 
communes, child care, and 
the status of women, among 
other things. The group also 
witnessed an acupuncture 
operation in Canton and saw 
some Chinese art treasures 
seldom seen by Westerners. 

The group consisted of 11 
students — who received 
academic credit for the trip 
— and four faculty mem- 
bers. 


FATHER Stevenson 
described China as a “‘poor 
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country beginning to pick 
itself up...’’ He also ob- 
served that it was a very 
clean country. ‘‘All China 
looks swept.”’ 


The priest said he never 
wore his Roman collar in 
China, but added that when 
people found out his status 
there was no hostility. 


“T didn’t talk to any 
Chinese priests,’’ he ex- 
plained, ‘‘but I did see people 
who had gone to Catholic 
schools... and we _ talked 
Church.’’ He said some 
Catholic churches, closed 
earlier, have been reopened 
and Mass is celebrated in 
Latin. 


HE ADDED: ‘‘Vatican II 
reforms haven’t 
China.”

VATICAN CITY — Pope 
Paul approved a series of 
changes in the so-called 
“Jast sacrament’? — _ the 
anointing of the sick — to 
stress the fact that it can be 
administered to ill persons 
not in immediate danger of 
death. 


Aimed at taking the dread 
and psychological fear out of 
the sacrament that has long 
been associated with death 
or near-death, the papal” 
decree simplified the ad- 
ministration of the 
sacrament and included 
other revisions first 
recommended by Vatican II. 


For centuries, the 
sacrament has been known 
as Extreme Unction or the 
“sacrament of the dying.” 

THE APOSTOLIC decree 
ruled that the anointing 
should be extended to in- 
clude men, women and 
children who were ‘con- 
sidered seriously ill but not 
necessarily dying. 

The Council of Trent in the 
16th Century, which fully 


Vatican calls ‘right to die’ statement unacceptable 


» NEW YORK — Vatican 
Radio has denounced as 
“cold and unacceptable” a 
New York Medical Society 
statement which affirms a 
patient’s ‘“‘right to die’’ with 
dignity when death is 
biologically inevitable. 

Apparently disagreeing 
with a New York Catholic 
theologian’s opinion that 
“the Church will have no 
problem with the 
statement,’ the Vatican 
broadcast said the proposal 

, of the New York medical 
group ‘‘is strange if not 
absurd.”’ 

It charged that “‘under an 
apparently new formula it 
brings out the cold and 
unacceptable thesis of 
euthanasia (mercy-killing), 
proposing in so many words 
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the right to murder by 
omitting care in cases 
where biological death 
appears to be scientifically 
inevitable.” 

DR. JOSEPH G. Zimring, 
chairman of the New York 
State Medical Society’s 
Committee on Ethics, said 
Vatican Radio apparently 
‘“‘misunderstood’”’ the 
society’s statement. 

He said the statement 
meant to stress that only 
“extraordinary care’ could 
be halted when a patient’s 
death is biologically 
inevitable. 

The broadcast contrasted 
the New York proposal with 
efforts by India’s famed 
missionary to the poor and 
dying, Mother Theresa, who, 
it said, offers ‘love’? and 
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“‘assistance’”’ to the dying. 


IT TERMED the two 
approaches ‘‘diametrically 
opposite’ and as ‘distant 
from one another as spirit 
and matter, love and 
selfishness.” 


The New York Medical 
Society’s statement, which 
declared specifically that 
‘the use of euthanasia is not 
in the province of the 
physician, ” observed: 


“The right to die with 
dignity, or the cessation of 
the employment of ex- 
traordinary means_ to 
prolong the life of the body 
when there is irrefutable 
evidence that biological 
death is inevitable, is the 
decision for the patient 
and/or the immediate 
family with the approval of 
the family physician.” 


IMMEDIATE reaction 
from Msgr. Austin Vaughan, 
a moral theologian from St. 
Joseph Seminary, Yonkers, 
N.Y., was reportedly 
favorable. 


But Vatican Radio in- 
dicated that the medical 
society’s statement falls 


short on two counts — 
because the right to die with 
dignity is granted to a sick 
person usually not in a 
position to exercise 
responsible agreement and 
because this ‘“‘right is 
granted to relations who 
could also abuse it’ for 
selfish reasons.

Pope changes rules for anointing the 
sick, hoping to end fear of sacrament 


defined the seven 
sacraments, had restricted 
the administration of Ex- 
treme Unction to ‘‘...those 
who are in such a condition 
as to appear to have reached 
the end of their life, hence it 
is also called the sacrament 
of the dying.” 


Under the simplified 
regulations decreed by Pope 
Paul, any “properly 


blessed” vegetable oil may 
be used when olive oil is not 
available or ‘‘difficult to 
obtain.”’ 

THE PRAYERS to be 
recited under the new 
regulations are designed to 
help the sick endure their 
suffering, recover their 
health, and in case of death, 


reach eternal salvation. 

In the past there has been 
a dread about the 
sacrament, which became a 
signal to the ailing and 
family and friends that death 
is imminent. 


The new decree affirms 
that the sick may receive the 
sacrament many times, 
especially when a person is 
suffering from a lingering 
illness. 


IDEALLY the sacrament 
should be administered in 
conjunction with the 
sacraments of penance and 
the Eucharist. It may be 
administered conditionally 
even after apparent death.

Church commission hits 
housing subsidy halt 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
The decision of the Nixon 
Administration to declare a 
moratorium on _ housing 
subsidies affecting “mainly 
poor families and elderly”’ 
was deplored here by the 
National Conference of 
Catholic Charities Com- 
mission on Housing. 


In a_ statement, the 
commission deplored the 
“precipitous and unilateral 
action taken by the ad- 
ministration on Jan. 10. 

“The principal victims of 
this action,’ the statement 
continues, “are the 
thousands of poor and near 


Supreme Court declines stay 
on Ohio school tax credit law 


THE U.S. Supreme Court 
declined this week to stay a 
lower court decision which 
killed an Ohio law providing 
tax credits to parents of 
private school children. 


The high court had been 
asked to permit the law to be 
enforced pending a full 
appeal. 


On December 29, .a three- 
judge federal district court 
in Ohio struck down as un- 
constitutional a state law 
permitting parents to deduct 
up to $90 in state income tax 
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due for every child in a 
nonpublic grade or high 
school. A sliding scale was 
based on income, real 
property and sales taxes. 


TAX CREDIT laws have 
been declared legal in New 
York by a _ three-judge 
federal court and in Min- 
nesota by a county court. 

In California, Gov. Ronald 
Reagan recently signed a tax 
credit bill providing up to 
$125 annually in tax credits 
to parents of parochial and 
other _ private school 
students. 
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poor families and elderly 
people who for many reasons 
must rely on subsidized 
housing for a decent place to 
live.” 

THE COMMISSION ‘said 
the number of people in this 
category is increasing every 
day. 


“With respect to housing,”’ 
the statement asserts, ‘‘the 
needy are being squeezed 
from all sides and their only 
release valve is subsidized 
housing provided by local 
public housing ~authorities 
and non-profit private 
sponsors. 


‘‘Among such sponsors are 
Catholic Church-related 
organizations which, during 
a three-year period ending 
Dec. 31, 1971, constructed 
12,000 housing units and had 
8,140 more under con- 
struction or in the planning 
stage with the aid of sub- 
sidies.”’ 

THE STATEMENT, noted 
that plans for hundreds of 
new units are on the drawing 
boards but will have to be put 
away, dashing the hopes for 
decent housing for many. 


“Tn addition,” it continues, 
“there is the frustration of 
many thousands of con- 
cerned persons who have 
devoted their time, efforts, 
skills and money to develop 
housing plans and now must 
scrap them. 


‘‘Futhermore,’’ the 
statement concludes, ‘‘the 
administration has had four 
years to make the evaluation 
and propose to Congress any 
changes in the law deemed 
appropriate. 

“THE POOR OF the 
country who desperately 
need housing should not be 
made the victims of the lack 
of such action for the past 
four years.”

HOW HE CAME to be 
confirmed at the age of 78 by 
Bishop Francis J. Furey in 
1965 is recalled by Lawrence 
Oliver in his book, Never 
Backward, the 
Autobiography of a Por- 
tuguese-American. 

One of the outstanding 
incidents related by the 85- 
year-old retired Oliver took 
place shortly after he 
recovered from a massive 
heart attack. 


‘An odd situation came up 
after I had my heart attack. I 
remembered that I had a 
first Communion in the old 
country (Portugal), but I 
could never remember being 
confirmed. 


“AFTER I had my heart 
attack in 1965, the bishop we 
had then, Bishop Furey, 
came to see me. I told him I 
did not know whether I had 
ever been confirmed. 


‘The bishops on the 
islands only visited every 
few years. I asked him what 
you would do in a case like 
that. Here I was going on 80 
years of age, and having 
received all sorts of awards, 
and never been confirmed. 


‘He said, ‘Don’t worry. I'll 
take care of that.. You and 
your family come to my 
house. I will say Mass for 
you and I will confirm you in 
the chapel.’

My youngest son, Norman,

being confirmed... We gave 
a dinner that night. I told the 
guests I felt as though I were 
starting life over again.”’ 

Oliver, who came to this 
country in 1902, has been a 
San Diego resident since 
1906. He sums up _ his 
philosophy : 

“T am a great believer in 
the Golden Rule. I wish that 
people all over the world 
would try to follow this 
precept. God knows we all 
need friends. 

“I LEARNED this from 
my own experiences . . . No 
matter how many modern 
inventions the world 
acquires, the need for 
friends persists.” 

Oliver recalls ‘‘the 
greatest of honors I could be 
given... my Knight of St. 
Gregory title.’’ It was 
presented in behalf of the 
Pope by Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy in-1954 in Oliver’s 
home parish of St. Agnes, 
Point Loma. 

Oliver’s wife, Mary, 
received the Pro Ecclesia et 
Pontifice medal in 1971 
from Bishop Leo T. Maher. 

TOLD WITH affection are 
audiences with Pope Paul VI 
in 1965 at which Bishop 
Furey and all members of 
the Oliver family were 
present, and an earlier 
audience with Pope Pius XII 
in 1948. 

In 1952 Bishop Buddy 
broke ground for a camp for 
underprivileged children 
near Descanso to be built on 
22 acres donated by Oliver.
